Busy, indeed. This year, 27 percent of the town’s registered vot- 
ers flocked to the polls. That figure represents a slight jump from 
the attendance during last year’s election, in which 26 percent of 
voters kept Selectman Michael McCoy in office and chose 
Raymond Lepore to work alongside him. 

In the race for a three-year term on the Board of Selectmen, 
West handily beat the competition and garnered approximately 43 
percent of the votes that were cast. Gerald Duggan, a former fire- 
fighter and selectman, grabbed second place with 23 percent of 
the nods. Incumbent Robert Cain, who had served as a selectman 
for 25 years, landed in the third spot with approximately 18 per- 
cent of the final tally. Ann Yurek, who serves on several commit- 
tees in town, collected 9 percent and Karl Sagal, a talk show host 
on WCTV, acquired 7 percent. 

West, who celebrated well past midnight with his family and 
friends on Saturday night, could not believe the final count of 
votes. 

“I was shocked,” West says. “I thought it was going to be a much 
closer race.” 

Sullivan, a local environmental activist, trounced her competi-

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Balance of Power 


No doubt about it. There has been a seismic shift in the 
power structure and political landscape in Wilmington. 

For the past couple of years, a few establishment figures had 
maintained that the voices of dissent in the community were 
bit a noisy minority that, at best, consisted of the same four 
of five individuals who raised ruckuses at selectmen meetings. 
When the town held its annual election last weekend, the oppo- 
site was proven to be the case. The minority, in fact, was the 
majority. 

How else to label the rush of voters who flocked to the polls 
and overwhelmingly chose Frank West and Suzanne Sullivan 
to join the Board of Selectmen? And brought to an end the 
tenure of 25 years enjoyed on the board by incumbent Robert 
Cain? 

In the end, though, it is entirely possible to simultaneously 
applaud Cain’s service and conclude that the new arrange- 
ment on the Board of Selectmen is a very good thing. 

It could be said that the political troubles began for Cain 
when Michael Newhouse was appointed to the position of Town 
Counsel during the summer of 2001. The appointment 
smacked of a backroom deal to the Town Crier and many in 
town. Suspicions about such good-ole-boy networking credibly 
persisted during the months that followed and tainted the deci- 
sions to investigate Selectman Michael McCoy and appoint 
John Forrest to the board. 

References to such controversies are not made here in order 
to dredge up the past. Instead, they are made to remind resi- 
dents that they unfolded during a period of two years, which, 
in the scheme of things, is but a drop in the bucket of the 25 
‘years of service that Robert Cain has given to the Town of 
Wilmington. The road may have been awfully bumpy since 
that summer of 2001, but residents kept this man in office for 
a’ quarter of a century. Clearly, in that time, he did plenty 
right 

The Town Crier thanks Robert Cain for the years that he has 
given to the community. 

The Town Crier also applauds the wild successes achieved by 
Frank West and Suzanne Sullivan last weekend. The former 
will serve on the Board of Selectmen for the next three years. 
The latter will complete the unfinished term on the board that 
was started by Scott Garrant and continued by John Forrest. 

West will bring patience, diplomacy and neighborly charm to 
the board, Sullivan, who is only the third woman in the town’s 
history to be elected to the Board of Selectmen, will bring 
activism, energy and accountability. 

Given the seven candidates who participated in the election, 
there were a number of combinations under which a fine 
Board of Selectmen, would baye resulted. The one-two punch 
of Sullivan and West was one of them. ‘ 

Throughout the campaign season, there were whispers that 
attempts were under way to remove Town Manager Michael 
Caira from office. The topic was on the lips of many and man- 
aged to surface in public during a candidates’ debate and the 
board’s execution of the manager’s latest contract. As a result 
of the election, rumors about an ouster persist and suggest 
that the manager’s days are numbered. 

- So here’s a memo to the new Board of Selectmen: Don’t do it. 

Michael Caira is a gifted, intelligent and prudent town man- 
ager. Under his management, the Town of Wilmington has 
built a commendable surplus and improved upon its crucial 
bond rating. These are no small feats when you consider the 
conditions of the town that greeted Caira when he was first 
appointed to the position. Such accomplishments stand even 

* taller when placed alongside other communities that have 
been flailing during these economically sluggish times. 

‘The prevailing criticism against Caira seems to be that the 
Jess appealing aspects of his personality have been fused with 
a desire to reign supreme and place everyone under his thumb. 
Many argue, perhaps accurately, that the manager has so 
aggressively pursued power and control that his reach had 
extended to the Board of Selectmen, which is his boss. 

_ Fair enough. For years, it did appear that Cain and some of 
his colleagues were so confident and trusting in the manager 
that they exerted very little authority when it came to him. To 
many, it seemed as though Caira controlled the board, rather 
than the other way around. 

There won't be any room for such charges with this new 
Board of Selectmen. Nobody doubts that a majority on the 
board, perhaps comprised of Selectmen Michael McCoy, 
Raymond Lepore and Sullivan, will consistently remind Caira 
who's the boss. 

‘That's why last weekend's election is indeed a win-win for the 
Town of Wilmington. Pair together this new, assertive Board 
pf Selectmen with this talented town manager, and you have 
much hope for an effective system of checks and balances 
here in town. 

‘That's a difficult balance for a town to strike, but last week- 
end the voters in Wilmington struck it. 
| Now keep it.

This program, believed to be 
the first offered in 
Massachusetts, provides for a 
waiver of any percentage up to 
100 percent of the interest, col- 
lection costs and penalties 
owned on delinquent property 
taxes and excises. The underly- 
ing tax or excise, however, may 
not be waived. 

“This is a decision that each 
city and town must make on its 
own,” Revenue Commissioner 
Alan LeBovidge said. “Because 
the municipalities have liens 
against the properties, they will 
eventually realize’ some rev- 
enue from the sale of the prop- 
erties, but in these challenging 
fiscal times, the amnesty pro- 
gram is a way to accelerate 
payments.” 

The taxpayer must pay the 
tax or excise within the 
amnesty period established, 
according to the law passed by 
the Legislature and signed by 
Governor Mitt Romney last 
month. Cities and towns have 
the latitude to determine the 
length of the amnesty period, 
with the stipulation that it must 
end no later than December 31, 
2003. 

In communities with town 
governments, the amnesty pro- 
gram must be enacted by town 
meeting. In cities, a local tax 
amnesty program. is estab- 
lished by, the city council.with 
the mayor’s approval. “ -

‘The board members discussed 
the library’s budget proposal 
for the upcoming fiscal year 
and the impact of anticipated 


instructed to submit budget 
proposals that did not exceed 
the current levels. In January, 
the library trustees prepared a 
budget request with cuts taken 
in both operating expenses and 
salaries in order to meet fixed 
costs. In March, the board of 
selectmen received - Town 
Manager David Cressman’s 
recommendations for the vari- 
ous departments. Under 
Cressman’s_ scenario, the 
library's budget was cut more 
than $75,000 below the trustees’ 
level-funded proposal. 

Library Director Elisabeth 
Desmarais told the trustees 
that several positions have been 
eliminated to achieve the cuts. 
Desmarais said that the library 
would be hard pressed to main- 
tain its current schedule of 
hours if the budget is further 
reduced at Town Meeting. 

According to Desmarais, any 
reduction in the hours of ser- 
vice would jeopardize the 
library’s status as a certified 
public library under the cur- 
rent state standards established 
by the state’s Board of Library 
Commissioners. 

The library director reported 
to the library trustees the 
implications of loss of accredi-

tation. Among the issues dis- 
cussed were the loss of direct 
state ‘financial aid to the 
library, the loss of services pro- 
vided by the state such as con- 
tinuing education, delivery ser- 
vices and participation in state 
wide purchasing cooperatives, 
and the loss of reciprocity with 
other public libraries. 
According to Trustee Mary 
MacDonald, the loss of 
ty agreements will be the most 
immediately felt impacts 
resulting from further budget 
cuts. 


Said MacDonald, “The 
trustees want to alert residents 
to the possibility that they will 
no longer be able to borrow 
books or other materials from 
surrounding libraries, in person 
or via inter-library loan, if our 
library loses its certified sta- 
tus.” 


The library trustees studied 
attendance statistics gathered 
over the past six weeks to iden- 
tify days or hours that could be 
cut with the least impact. 
Desmarais commented, “I have 
heard some individuals say that 
public libraries are no longer 
important or necessary, since 
“everyone” has Internet access, 
and “everything” you need is 
available on the Net. Obviously, 
those individuals are not 
among the 3,500 who visit the 
library on any given week, or 
among the- 250 who use the 
library’s computers each week. 
Taxpayers still visit the library 
for its core services - checking 
out books and having reference 
questions answered. This year, 
residents will check out more 
than 200,000 books, magazines, 
CDs, DVDs and videotapes. 
Statistics show that the library 
is well used.” 

The trustees discussed the 
need for greater advocacy on 
behalf of the public library and 
improved public relations. The 
discussion will continue at the 
trustees meeting scheduled for 
May 12, to which the public is 
invited.

Kenny Luongo bangs out baseball season

With half his football season 
and almost all of his wrestling 
season lost to knee surgery, 
Wilmington's Ken Luongo 
wanted to finish his junior year 
with a bang. 

Baseballs and opposing pitch- 
ers are now paying the price for 
Luongo's frustration as the 
right-handed slugger has start- 
ed with seven hits in his first 17 
at-bats for a .412 average ‘with 
six RBI, one double and one 
home run during the Wildcats’ 
2-2 start. 

"My knee bothers me once in 
a while, but I work through it. 
There's nothing else I can do," 
said Luongo, a two-way line- 
man on the gridiron and a 
heavyweight grappler. "I 
missed half the football season 


almost all of wrestling. 

"But when I'm going through 
football and wrestling, the only 
thing I think about is baseball. 
As soon as I saw the doctor, the 
first thing I asked was, 'Am I 
going to be able to play base- 
ball’? I think about baseball 
year-round. I just love every- 
thing about the game ever 
since I was little. The rest of my 
family plays baseball.” 

Baseball almost joined the 
casualty list when Luongo 
injured his elbow pitching in a 
scrimmage against the 
Middlesex School. While he 
won't be taking the mound 
again this season, Luongo's 
been contributing offensively 
as Wilmington's designated hit- 
ter and he hopes to return to 
his normal position of first base 
before the season ends. 


"DH doesn't bother me much 
as long as I stay warm between 
innings," said Luongo. "I 
approach the plate the same 
way I approach the plate every 
time, stay relaxed and confi- 
dent. And I stay in the game by 
working with the other players. 
I work with David Velardo 
about hitting. I work with him a 
lot." 

Luongo's wearing a brace on 
his elbow so that when he runs 
he doesn't damage the healing 
process, But you'd be hard- 


pressed to convince anyone, 


that he's the least bit hurt. 

"Hitting-wise it hasn't hin- 
dered him at all," said 
Wilmington coach Aldo Caira. 
"He's real anxious to get back 
playing first base, but I'm not 
in a rush. Last year Manny 
Ramirez started as a DH and 
when he went into the field his 
average tailed off a bit. So I'm 
happy with my .400 hitter." 

The comparison to Ramirez 
doesn't just stop with Luongo's 
ability to thrive at DH.

In all, according to 
McQuaid, there are 4,000 
homes in town with a popula- 
tion of just over 12,000. 

While North Reading pales 
in comparison with many 
other area communities in

Green piece in 
Woburn 


“School Building 
Committee member Ed 
Quinn appeared at the recent 
School Committee meeting to 
update the committee on his 
efforts on behalf of the SBC 
to obtain grant money to help 
make the new high school 
being planned a ‘greener’ 
building,” notes the Woburn 
edition of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle.” 

“Quinn said the city 
received a $20,000 grant last 
year with which a consultant 
was hired to help evaluate 
what elements might be 
incorporated at the site. 

“The city then received a 
$125,000 grant for 
design/development, he said. 
Elements being included are 
solar panels, but also such 
simple things as choosing 
energy efficient lighting fix- 
tures and low-VOC materials 
for painting, carpeting and 
finishes. 


“He said the solar panels 
will be part of a photovoltaic 
system put on the roof. This 
is a renewable energy sys- 
tem. The panels can be 
removed and replaced, he 
said, and if one breaks, it 
doesn’t shut down the whole 
system. Further, he said, it 
would only provide about 2 to 
5 percent of the school’s elec- 
tricity needs, about enough 
to light the hallways. The 
system is designed to switch 
over to traditional power if it 


goes down. 

“Quinn noted that includ- 
ing these items makes 
Woburn eligible for an addi- 
tional 2 percent reimburse- 
ment on its school construc- 
tion costs through the state 
School Building Assistance 
Program. No small change 
on a roughly $68-million pro-

Another crucial “step” is to 
always inspect the ladder 
before stepping on the first 
rung, Drengenberg adds.
